The Indiana school of artisiic literature is about 
to be enriched by another important contribu- 
tion, the same being the collected essays of Hon.

The vessel, it 
is said, will surpass in size all ar- 
mored cruisers whatsoever, either 
building or projected. Her displace- 
ment will be 19.200 tons, and she will 
be driven at a speed of 25 Knots by 
Parson's turbine engines of between 
40.0%) and 59.000 horse-power. The cost 
of the ship will be $9,125,009. 

Great surprise, it is added, will also 
be occasioned by particulars of the bat- 
tleship’s , ‘substitute Bavaria’”’ and 
“substitute Saxony,’ orders for which 
have already been placed with the Im- 
perial vard at and the 
Weser Company, 

The Berlin correspondent of the

Control of Three Valuable Cor- 
ners Downtown May Be 
Changed Soon,

Real estate men concluded no deals 
of magnitude last week. Many miscel- 
laneous transactions, running from 
$3500 to $40,000, swelled the volume of 
business, however, to usual proportions. 
The fact that no important downtown 
announcements were made is no indica- 
tion, realty dealers say, that activity 
in that center has closed. 

New deals came to light, which, if 
compieted, will change the control of 
three of the most valuable corners 
east of Twelfth street. In each in- 
stance, the plans contemplate the ulti- 

mate improvement of the sites with 
creditable buildings. These operations 
alone will aggregate $2,000,000, it is said. 

Lilburn G. McNair, preside nt of the 
McNair & Harris Realty Co., the St. 
Louis representative of Klaw «& Er- 
langer, said that announcement of the 
selection of the site of the new theater 
to be built in St. Louls would be made 
this week. Mr. McNair said the site 
had been practically decided upon and 
that the details of the purchase were 
being perfected.

Anheuser-Busch Named in Or- 
der Restraining Use of 
Their Property, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
TOPEKA, Kan., April 13.—The Kansas 


Supreme Court made a decision today, 
Which in its application is said to be 
the most far-reaching and important 
Which any court has given out relating 
to the regulation of the liquor traffic. 

By the order granted today nine brew- 
eries, several of which transact business 
in all parts of the world, and a whole- 
sale liquor house are enjoined from us- 
ing any of its property in the State 
for the purpese of selling liquors’ in 
Kansas in violation of the prohibitory 
law. Further than that, all the prop- 
erty which the cempanies and associa- 
tions own in Kansas is practically con- 
fiscated to the State by the order of 
the court, which prevents the removal 
of the property from Kansas. 

The decision was given out this after- 
noon by the court in the eleven cases 
filed by Fred S. Jackson, Attorney-Gen- 
eral for Kansas. Nine brewery com-

At the last meeting of the Social 
Service Conference held on Wednesday, 
April 10, Mr. Philip L. Seaman report- 
ed for the Jewish Educational Alliance, 
of which he is the superintendent. The 
Educational Alliance has a large build- 
ing at Ninth and Carr streets, and con- 
ducts there various activities free of 
charge to all those who wish to avail 
themselves of its privileges. In the 
morning there is a large kindergarten 
and a day nursery. 

The day nursery, although a very ex- 
pensive department of the institution, 
is one of the most efficient and valua- 
ble. During the year 76 children have 
been enrolled from 30 different farnilies. 
Tey are cared for all day while their 
mothers are away working and a slight 
charge is made for their maintenance. 
Th kindergarten has had a total en- 
rollment this year of 415. In the after- 
noon, after school is over, there are 
classes for chiidren, mainly of an in- 
dustrial or social character. 

Several hundred children have been 
enrolled this year in the afternoon 
classes. In the evening the building is 
turned over to the night school and to 
the clubs. All sorts of subjects are 
taught in the night school, but its work 
is that mainly of making Americans 
out of foreigners. By far the greatest 
portion of the people in the neighbor- 
hood are either emigrants or the chil- 
dren af emigrants. The classes in which 
there is the greatest attendance are 
those in learning English and American 
history. 

Pernicious Effect of Soctal Clubs. 

Mr. Seman stated that they had felt 
a need in the neighborhood for com- 
bating in some way the influence of the 
social pleasure clubs organized every- 
where through the city by young men. 
While the motive of such organiza- 
tions is purely social they are attended 
by an excess in drink and gambling, 
and their influence is most pernicious.

Mr. L. G. Johnston of St. Peter's 
Church made a report on investigations 
in regard to the Franklin avenue 
amusement places. It has been felt 
that the influence of the low-class 
amusement houses, in which there are 
often immoral and -improper features, 
tends to produce much of the juvenile 
delinquency and lowers the standards 
and morals of the youth who frequents 
them. Mr. Johnston reported that both 
the ordinances against immoral exhibi- 
tions and fire protection were being 
grossly violated and recommended that 
either police or legal action be resort- 
ed to at once. 

A committee was appointed consist- 
ing of Mr. Johnston, Mr. Koy P. Bas- 
sler of the Kingdom House, Mr. O. L. 
Seman of the Educational Alliance and 
Mr. R. N. Baldwin of Self Culture Hall, 
to fully investigate this matter and re- 
port at the next meeting. A sugges- 
tion was also made and a committee 
to act upon it, that means be discussed 
for establishing a proper playhouse for 
children which would. be educational 
in character and tend to counteract 
the influence of other shows, much as 
is done by the Children’s Theater in 
New York. 

Notes From Various Organizations, 

The Board of Education has recent- 
ly authorized two vacation classes for 
the coming summer.

‘grocery trade. The city spends at least 
half a@ much for what it drinks as for 
what it eats. 
Breweries the Great Power. 
“The great central power in the liquor 
business in America is the brewery. In 
the past 3% years, the per capita con- 
sumption of spirituous liquor in the 
United States has increased not at all. 
The per capita consumption of malt 
liquor has trebied. This Increase has 
come, partly because of the demand for 
a milder drink, but largely because the 
breweries own or centrol the great ma- 
jority of the saloons of American cities. 
. “They have a distinct policy:—tIf 
- there are not as many saloons as there 
~ @an be, supply them. This is what has 
»been done ine Chicago. Fully 9 per 
cent of the Chicago saloons are under 
_ @ome obligation to the brewery; with 
-at least 86 per cent this obligation is 
“® serious one. 
- “There is now one retall liquor dealer 
' to every 285 people, disregarding the 
79000 wniicensed dealers. In the labor-

70 galions--three and one-half times the 
average consumption in the United 
States. Each also drank about four gal- 
lons of spirituous liquor—two and two- 
thirds times the average. The main ob- 
ject of the brewing business is well- 
fulfilled; the consumers of Chicago ex- 
pended not less than $00,000,000 for beer 
in 1906. 

“Now, if the competition is red-hand- 
ed among the breweries, it is simply 
ravenous among saloon keepers. There 
is @ popular fallacy that there is a great 
profit in the saloon business. The sa- 
loon keepers believe this when they go 
into it. 

“Now, this is in reality the kind of 
business it is: In the lean years be- 
tween 1897 and 1901, one-third of the 
license holders in Chicago gave up their 
licenses every year and were replaced 
by other Heensees. In other words; one- 
third of the saloons of Chicago failed 
every year 

“All this means one thing—a premium 
Om the irregular and criminal saloon 
keeper. The patronage of a saloon is a 
very fickle thing. A place is popular, 
or it is nothing. The need of drawing

of “thandbook’’ systems in Chicago. 

“In addition to the receipts from this 
betting there was in 1906 at least $2,000,- 
000 net revenue from gambling in Chi- 
cago. General open gambling is not in 
evidence, but there are large games, in 
a few specially favored places, and 
many smaller ones, open to those who 
have inside information. Altogether, 
the gambling interests in 196 took at 
least $7,000,000 Im gross profits out of 
the Chicago public. 

‘The dealers in dissipation, then, have 
a total revenue of at least $135,000,000 a 
year. There are more than 40,000 per- 
sons directly employed by them. 

“The business can be divided into two 
classes. In the first, the dealers, in- 
cluding brewers, wholesale liquor deal- 
ers and the great majority of the sa- 
loon keepers, have no direct interest

There are two methods of attracting it: 
By giving unusually large measures and 
big bonuses of free lunch: or by carry- 
ine illegitimate and illegal side lines. 

“A year ago the license fee was raised 
in Chicago from $500 to $100. It was 
hoped that this would wipe out the 
criminal saloon. It did nothing of the 
sort. The poor, miserable little dives 
in the $workingman's ward, each 
snatching a starvation living from the 
lipe of the dwellers of the dozen smoke- 
befouled frame tenements about it, 
staggered down—a few hundred of 
them—and died. The man with the 
side-line survived and had the benefit 
of the others" failure. 

‘The third large business of dissipa- 
tion in Chicago is gambling. In an 
average year—1906, for example—its 
gross receipts cannot be less than $15,- 
2.0%. Policy shops, the racetrack, and 
open poolrooms and gambling houses 
have been generally closed out in Chi- 
cago during the past few veare. The 
largest gambling interest is now the 
making of “handbooks” on the horse- 
reces. The gross receipts from this 
must be above $12.00.090 a year. fur- 
ing the latter part of 1906, when the 
business Was ruuning with comparative

in breaking the law. 
may profit indirectly and some of them 
do profit to @ great extent. because 
the breaking of the law by others. But 
the first interest of this class to 
resist the constant attacks of its ene- 
mies looking toward the further restric- 
tion of its trade. 

“Tt must, therefore. he continually in 
politics. Its political alliances are nat- 
urally with the other interests of dis- 
sipation.

“The gross receipts 
class of business are some forty-five 
million dollars a year. About four- 
fifths of this—2%5,000,000—is concentrated 
Mm_the chief markets of dissipation near 
the center of the city. In two down- 
town wards of Chicago—the First and. 
“the Bighteenth—are situated five-sixths 
of the criminal saloons, and at least 
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two-thirds ef the gambling interest:. 
The owners of these turn over the or- 
ganization of the political business to 
the natural agent—the ward boss. 
“Considering both worlds—the upper 
and the under—the bosses,.of the First 
Ward in Chicago are the most widely 
known men in political life, which that 
city has ever produced. ‘‘Hinky-Dink” 
(Michael Kenna), the older, ex-boot- 
black and newsboy, is the keeper of the 
greatest tramps’ saloon on the.conti- 
nent. He is a wise, silent, dapper little 
man of about 56; straight as a die in 
his personal relations; a virtuoso in the 
English language. Whén he speaks in 
anger, his words leave scars. 
‘ ‘Bath-house John’ (John J. Cough- 
lin)—a large, pompous, poetic tempera- 
ment—rose from the work of a rub- 
ber in a Turkish bath-house to his pres- 
ent occupation as insurance broker and 
boss.

Ward Heads Are Dictators. 
‘‘The rulers of the Eighteenth Ward 
have been less successful. John J. 
Brennan, the older-a gruff, husky, 
generous old saloon keeper, adored by 
his ward—has, in fact, served a term tn 
the House of Correrction for the clumsy 
buving of votes. His health h failed 
«inee that experience. He has now the 
uppearance of a broken-down prize 
fighter. The junior boss, M. C. Contion, 
was formerly a keeper of a saloon near 
the Union Station and now inter- 
ested as a silent partner in various en- 
terprises for the sale of dissipation. 
‘The four men have the absolute pow- 
er of political dietators in Wards One 
and Eighteen; they are aldermen and 
ward heads of the Democratic party. 
“The business organigation for getting 
votes is the same in principle in both 
But it is more clean-cut in the 
First. tere ure 3 captains of voting 
precincts in this ward. Half of these 
are proprietors of questionable. saloons; 
thé* majority of the remainder are “job 
holders” der the city administration 
“In addition, there are, specialists to 
handle special votes. One or two cap- 
taina are connected with tramps’ lodg- 
ing houses. Two, negro gamblers who 
de not appear on the official list of pre- 
einet captains, take care of the negro 
vote. Italian saloon-keepers, one of 
them an ex-convict, handle the Itallans., 
“From the standpoint of the buyers 
of votes there are tWo classés of voters

mon ‘town bum’ and the ‘hobo,’ the 
members of the great body of the ‘lost 
nerves,’—the poor, docile individuals 
softened by dissipation, who are good 
for one or two votes apiece; and the 
aggressive and courageous repeater, 
who is willing to take what the under 
world knows aseva ‘stir chance’ -(pen- 
itentiary chance). 

“The vagrant vote is secured by pay- 
ing its board for some days before elec- 
tion and by giving It the market price 
for registcring and voting. 

“As election comes on,” the ‘lost 
nerves’ begin to stir in the low saloons 
ani to talk  ~»politica. 

“The handling of this plain vagrant 
vote is simple. But the handling of the 
repeater is more delicate. About elec- 
tion time there is a general drift toward 
Chicago in the’ professional criminal 
world. Sometimes the visitors are few; 
sometimes, as in one memorable election 
in the First Ward a decade ago, they 
drift around town in ‘mobs.’ But gen- 


. erally speaking, it ts known that this fs 


an easy time for criminals in Chicago. 
Value of the Repeater. 


“The value of the stout-hearted re- 
peater is evident from pure mathe- 
mades. Twenty-five men going down 
“*6- precincts means. +60 votes. All men 
of nerve can have their special uses. 
Pickpockets. and confidence men, who 
present an especially good appearance, 
make excellent repeaters. ‘Strong-arm 
men’ and husky tramps do well to hold 
back the voting line or pick a row to 
disegurage soft-hande@g voters. 

“Election day is business itn Ward 
One, and there is great pride in. this 
fact. The precinct workers are lodged 
the night before in some hotel, at the 
organization's expense. They get up 
clear-headed and early. At dawn men 
go about the streets with giant fire- 
crackers, waking ‘the sleepers in the 
lodging houses. They are given a free 
morning drink—‘a serub of the brush.’ 

“These men are thrown into the poll- 
Ing places at 6 o'clock: by the time the 
city is half awake, a good share of the 
voting has been done. The price of @ 
vote is determined upon. This does not 
take long, for the market price is gen- 
erally arrived at through the simple 
working of demand and supply. Then 
the voter is handed his name on a slip 
of paper. or sometimes a marked bal- 
lot for deposit. He goes into the booth, 
returns to the precinct worker. and 's 
paid,

“In the center of Chicago are now two 
small ec ties of savagwes—self-regu'ating 
and self-protecting.

lation of the city. The inhabitants 
neither labor regularly nor marry. Half 
of the men are beggars, criminals or 
floating laborers; a quarter are engaged 
in the sale of dissipation.

naturally, it does not elect officers or 
pass bylaws; but it is just as efficient. 
It is spoken of as the System. 

‘It is true that criminal saloons have 
an understanding with the police that 
they may violate the law until someone 
protests, and that then they ‘will be 
notified by the police and kept in touch 
with the situation until it is advisable 
for them to resume. But who gets the 
pay for this and what the pay ls, has 
not yet been determined with legal ez- 
actitude. It is worth while, perhaps, as 
showing the possibilities in the case, to 
recall that one ex-Chief of Police said, 
in a bufst of confidence, that he had put 
away $137,000 during his few years of of- 
fice.

He got 
many millions more than his plant was 
worth.”’ 


But there are still other Crunden bat- 
ties against monopoly. When his firm 
went into the manufacture of galvanized 
iron, it was found that a big supply of 
gas was needed. 


“We would have bought from the local 
gas company,” said Mr. Crunden, “if 
they would sell gas to us cheap. They 
refused. We wanted a fuel which could 
be regulated. So we decided to mann- 
facture our own gas. We now make 
it from crude oll, and it only costs 
us about 15 cents a thousand feet. I 
understand coal gas costs to produce 
26 cents to 30 cents per thousand feet. 
We installed heaters, and from oil stored 
in tanks underground, we make just 
the gas we need and save money. 

“This gas can be used for illuminat- 
ing, but we use electricity for lighting, 
and we make that ourselves. I don't 
know of another plant in St. Louis 
making its own gas from crude oil. 
We went to Philadelphia for the idea. 
It pays us.’’ 


A season or two ago Mr. Crunden had 
a fruit jar factory in Swayzee, Ind., and 
it was making big money. Then a sea- 
son opened with the brightest prospects 
for an enormous fruit yleld, which of 
course brightened the prospects for the 
Fruit Jar Trust.

That he really meant ft, I am sure, 
says TI. Gernsback, and I think the fu- 
ture w!l! it lf possible to “‘put a 
horsepower a watch.” 

How this be done? Electricity 
cannot it at present: nor can steam 
or gasoline. and I do not think the so- 
lution is to found in 1..uiym. 

But the horsepower in the watch’ 
problem might easily be solved by means 
of far more powerful motive power than 
any of these. I mean dynamite, nitro- 
evicerin, gun cotton or any of the other 
high explosives. 

All that necessary to Invent a 
‘dynamite motor,”’ which would work 
by the consecutive firing of small cart 
ridges in an explosion-chamber, in a 
manner similar to gasoline motors. 


The careful reader will object by say- 
ing that such a device is too dangerous 
to be practicable.
